The Board of Supervisors, which 
voted Dec 3 to raise the salaries of 
its five members from $14,000 to 
slightly over $24,000 a year, is 
expected 
to adopt 
a 
resolution 
Monday establishing supervisorial 
jobs as “full service" positions. 
Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin, 
of Santa Barbara, requested that the 
proposed resolution drawn up by the 
county counsel’s office be acted on 
at the board’s weekly session in the 
County Administration Building 
Catterlin, who conducts a Santa 
Barbara law practice in addition to 
his duties on the board, would be one 
of three current board members 
drastically 
affected 
by 
the 
resolution. 
His 
initial 
four-year 
term expires in 1974 and he is 
expected to seek reelection. 
Others affected will be Supervisor 
James M. Slater, of Goleta Valley, 
who also has a Santa Barbara law 
practice, 
and 
Supervisor 
Frank 
Frost, of Santa Barbara, who spends 
part time on the UC Santa Barbara 
faculty as a history professor. 
Supervisor Frost said he will not 
support the proposed resolution. He 
pointed out supervisors, by reason 
of their various duties, and contacts 
with constituents during all hours, 
cannot be expected to maintain the 
same working schedules as regular 
office 
workers. 
He 
claim ed 
supervisors should be paid “for the 
quality of their work, not quantity." 
The four-page resolution cites the 
extensive responsibilities of county 
supervisors that are both statutory 
and liaison in carrying out their 
duties of administering to a county 
government where budgetary needs 
now amount to $85 million a year, 
and where there are now 2,900 
employes in 50 departments.

subpoenas 
commanded Nixon. 
The three subpoenas, covering 60 
pages, 
asked 
for 
documents 
involving most of the matters and 
principals already mentioned in the 
months-long 
Watergate 
investi­ 
gation, plus a host of others. 
The focus of the new subpoenas 
seemed to be on the allegations that 
the dairy industry contributed about 
$500,000 to the Nixon re-election 
campaign in exchange for price 
supports 
and 
tightened 
import 
quota, as well as what ties Nixon 
and his brothers may have had with 
the mysterious Hughes. 


Listing 37 subjects, they asked for 
any relevant documents including 
books, 
ledgers, 
account 
books, 
c o r r e s p o n d e n c e , 
r e c e i p t s , 
appointment books, checks, check 
stubs, 
deposit 
slips, 
bank 
statements, 
petty cash records, 
photographs or negatives, notes, and 
records of telephone calls, White 
House visits and travel. 


It was not yet clear what the 
White House will do about the 
subpoenas.

Welfare report revealed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Four of every ten welfare families are ineligible 
or incorrectly paid, costing taxpayers $1.17 billion a year, Health, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare Secretary Caspar W Weinberger said today. 
In a separate report, HEW said there is new evidence from experiments 
in New Jersey and Pennsylvania that even if the government guarantees a 
minimum income, the working poor will continue to work for a living The 
conclusion is important for welfare policy makers who are preparing a new 
welfare reform proposal. 
Findings from an intensive six month study of the nation’s largest and 
costliest welfare program—Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC)— represent the highest level of welfare error ever reported by 
HEW. 
Based on a national sample of 44,000 recipients this year, Weinberger said 
10.2 per cent of the 10.8 million AFDC recipients are ineligible, 22 8 per cent 
are overpaid and 8.1 percent underpaid. 


For California the error rates were 8.4 per cent of recipients found 
ineligible, 17.8 per cent eligible but overpaid, and 7.9 per cent eligible but 
underpaid.

Storm continues to blast Midwest

One of the worst December snow 
storms in years walloped parts of 
the Midwest today. Mammoth drifts 
and 
blinding 
snow 
stranded 
thousands of travelers. Hundreds of 
businesses, government offices and 
schools closed. 
The storm, which sped out of the 
Rockies Tuesday and swept across 
the Plains and much of the Midwest 
Wednesday, concentrated its fury on 
the area between the Ohio Valley 
and the Great Lakes. 
Michigan and Indiana were hit 
hard. Up to 22 inches of snow 
slugged Michigan. Eleven inches 
piled up in the Detroit metropolitan 
area. Thousands of children in the 
southern two-thirds of the state got 
an unexpected vacation. 
Nearly 
5,000 
Indiana 
state 


employes at Indianapolis were told 
to stay home. Hundreds of schools 
and businesses closed. Business was 
at a virtual standstill in Lafayette, 
Ind., paralyzed by a 17-inch accumu­ 
lation of snow.

travelers, 
including 118 student band members 
from Overland Park, Kan., were 
snowbound 
in 
Effingham, 
111. 
Thousands more holed up in motels, 
hotels, churches, schools and truck 
stops across the midlands. 
“It’s the best thing that ever 
happened to us,’’ Overland Park 
band director David Gish said after 
Effingham’s First Christian Church 
took in his young charges. “I have 
been telling them (the students) 
there are good people in the world 
but the kids don’t always believe 
me.

About $466 million will go for school projects, mostly for 
special reading and mathematics instruction for needy chil­ 
dren, with $334 million for health, primarily for biomedical

The Atomic Energy Commission has 
reopened 
the 
environmental 
debate 
surrounding unit II of Pacific Gas and 
Electric’s Diablo Canyon nuclear power 
plant, 45 miles northwest of Lompoc 
A prehearing conference for a new 
environmental hearing has been slated for 
Jan. 3 in San Francisco. The record is being 
reopened in the wake of the conclusion of 
lengthy environmental sessions on Unit II 
last September in San Luis Obispo. 


But an AEC spokesman said this morning 
that early in the September hearings, “the 
(AEC) licensing board had 
ruled out 
contentions relating to the conservation of 
energy.” The result, he indicated, was that 
‘‘full consideration was not given to 
environmental issues.” 


The new hearing will convene to ‘‘discuss 
revised contentions of the consolidated 
intervenors on the subject of energy 
conservation.” 
The 
availability 
of 
alternate energy sources besides nuclear 
power could emerge at the new hearings. 


This was a topic pursued at the September 
sessions by late Lompoc environmental 
attorney Bruce Sharpe 
Meanwhile, the U.S. Geological Survey is 
proceeding with a study of an offshore, 
submarine earthquake fault detected two 
miles from the Diablo site after the 
September hearings 
Dr 
Hollv Wagner, 
USGS researcher, nas tentatively said that 
the fault is not as serious as at first 
assumed but the final report will come out 
the second week in January 
Tuesday in San Luis Obispo, potential 
intervenors met with the AEC regulatory 
staff as the operating licensing phase of 
Diablo’s tortured legal odyssey began. 
Hearings on plant safety, in which the 
question 
of 
earthquakes 
could 
be 
prominent, will be slated in about two 
months if the AEC Petition Review Board 
in Washington considers the contentions of 
any of the would-be intervenors valid 
enough to examine. 
Among candidates to be intervenors in 
the plant safety hearings are the Scenic 
Shoreline Preservation Conference, the 
Ecology Action Club at Cal Poly, the Sierra 
Club and the State of California.

County jail If you want to know what we say, listen up: 
That trick I slapped him tonight in class while we were 
standing at the coffee table. I looked around and none of the 
deputies caught it He told me to get out of his way. That 
chump, you know what I mean? I told the man when you’re 
a trustee you’re supposed to help inmates, not mess them 
up He comes by when I’m locked up and throws water at 
me and then tells the deputy I, Curly, spit on him. That

Hey. let me tell vou about my new babe. Look at her 
picture Not bad She looks better in person than in the 
picture Yeah What a babe 
I carried her address around for three months from cell 
to cell til 1 wrote her a letter Harper gave me her address.

County suit against state

The Board of Supervisors is being asked 
to authorize the county counsel’s office to 
investigate the possibility of the county 
filing a law suit against the state Lands 
Commission 


Supervisor James M. Slater, of Goleta 
Valley, 
said the commission’s recent 
action to lift the moratorium on new oil 
drilling from existing platforms in the 
Santa Barbara Channel s state tidelands 
would indicate the commission has failed 
to 
comply 
with 
the 
California 
Environmental Quality Act. 


Opposition to the lifting of the drilling 
ban had been expressed by the county and 
city of Santa Barbara, and environmental 


groups along with many citizens. It was 
imposed in 1969 after the blowout on the 
Union Oil Co. lease in federal waters of the 
channel. 
Slater said the commission's decision 
carried 
“ potential 
environmental 
significance” related to the Environmental 
Quality Act. He stressed the state code 
states that the commission was bound to 
draw up an environmental impact report 
before taking such action. 
The executive committee of the board of 
directors of Get Oil Out (GOO) is “ making 
inquiries of various local government 
entities in this community as to whether 
they would be willing to pursue a lawsuit," 
Slater declared

Race fixing 
conspiracy: 
29 arrested 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Federal 
officials announced today that 29 
persons, including some of the top 
harness racing drivers in the United 
States, had been indicted on charges 
of conspiring to fix superfecta races 
at 
Roosevelt 
and 
Yonkers 
Raceways. 


In a superfecta race, the bettor 
must pick the exact order of finish 
of the first four horses. 
The indictments charged that the 
defendants from Jan. 1 to April 13, 
1973, ran a scheme in which drivers 
were paid $1,000 a race to hold their 
horses out of the money. 
The defendants then allegedly bet 
all possible combinations on the 
remaining horses in the superfecta 
races.

Larry Mahan, cowboy superstar

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
— The life of Larry Mahan is 
wrapped up in eight-second 
spurts. He’s a rodeo cowboy, 
the best gol-durned cowboy 
in the whole wide world and 
maybe the best ever who 
bounced his buttocks on the 
bare back of a bucking bronc 
or bull. 
It takes just eight seconds 
out of the chute to determine 
if he’s going to last the ride or 
dig his snout into the dirt 
under the animal’s pawing 
hooves. 
It’s dangerous and it’s ex­ 
citing and for Larry Mahan 
at least it is rewarding be­ 
cause at the age of 29 he has 
m a d e $450,000 in prize 
m o n e y , p i lo ts h is own 
airplane, a 310 Cessna, and 
drives seven cars ranging 
from a ’32 Chevy (his pride) to 
an El Dorado. 
Heading for the National 
Finals in Oklahoma City the 
first week in December, Lar­ 
ry had already clinched his 
sixth world all-around cow­ 
boy championship, which is a 
little lik e H enry A aron 
breaking Babe Ruth’s home 
run record. It’s a helluva 
comeback story, too, because 
Larry won the first five in a 
row until he was sidetracked 
the last couple of years by a 
broken leg and a torn bicep 
muscle. 
And the beautiful thing 
about this cowboy, who has a 
lop-sided grin and a tousled 
mane, is that he's still, essen­ 
tially, a cowboy. Even in a 
question-and-answer session: 
What would you be if you 
weren’t a rodeo performer"' 
“ Anything from a truck 
driver to a post-hole digger. I 
went to my first rodeo when I 
was 13 and won the calf rid­ 
ing event, got a belt buckle 
and $6 and said, ‘I’m going to 
be a cowboy the rest of my 
life.”’ 
How do you psyche yourself 
up for a rodeo ride"' 
"I draw a mental picture of 
what I should do. Behind the 
chutes, the last hour or two, 
you're walking around going 
through the physical moves 
that it takes to Vide a really 
tough animal. You see your­ 
self with a free hand and how 
you move your arm to keep 
the body in the correct posi­ 
tion. You can’t predict an 
animal, like sav a bull that 
spins to the right, because if 
he reacts the other way then 
I’m on the ground. I draw the 
picture of this bull if he’s 
spinning right and also have 
Plan B if he goes to the left. 
You think about it enough so 
that it happens au to m at­ 
ically. It’s like a boxer if he 
trains enough so that when 
the other guys drops one 
hand, you know what you’re 
going to do "

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Teaching career 
drop predicted 


WASHINGTON itJPh 
The 
number 
of 
college 
graduates 
preparing 
for 
teaching careers probably 
will decline this year for the 
first time in recent years, 
according to the National 
Education Association 
The 1 4 million-member 
teacher organization said in 
a report that publicity about 
the 
difficulty 
of getting 
teaching jobs appears to be 
paying off 
Fewer college 
students 
are 
showing 
interest 
in 
classroom 
careers. 
Another factor triggering 
the downturn in teacher 
preparation is the apparent 
end of the historic trend of 
annual 
increases 
in 
the 
proportion of college-age 
youth 
actually 
attending 
college. 
“ Enrollment 
information 
from 67 of the nation’s 
largest teacher preparation 
institutions suggests that 
graduating 
classes 
of 
potential teachers will be 
smaller in 1973 and in at 
least three subsequent years 
than they were in 1972,” 
said the NE A report on 
trends in teacher supply and 
demand. 
While the supply of new 
teachers was expected to 
shrink, available teaching 
jobs will shrink to a level 
fewer than in 1972 if there is 
no change in the quality of 
school 
programs 
and 
staffing, NEA siad. 
Although the job market 
appears to be responding on 
its own to the shortage of 
teaching jobs, the Nixon 
administration is interested 
in further deemphasizing 
interest in teaching careers. 
“ It 
is pretty silly 
to 
subsidize teacher education 
when you have a surplus," 
Secretary 
Caspar 
W. 
Weinberger 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare said 
recently on a television talk 
show. 
Weinberger 
has 
made 


such 
observations 
frequently of late but so far 
has 
taken 
no 
steps 
to 
eliminate subsidies beyond 
those generally proposed by 
President 
Nixon’s 
1974 
budget, such as reducing or 
eliminating 
institutional 
assistance 
to 
landgrant 
colleges and college teacher 
fellowships. 
NEA Executive Secretary 
Terry C Herndon believes 
that the 
well 
publicized 
teacher surplus 
is more 
apparent than real. And 
even the U.S. Office of 
Education 
concedes 
that 
shortages exist 
in some 
critical areas like teachers 
for the handicapped 
“ If 
we 
brought 
the 
teaching 
staffs 
up 
to 
minimum 
quality 
levels, 
there wouldn't be. even 
now, 
enough 
qualified 
teachers to go around,” said 
Herndon 
“ Last year, for example, 
we 
would 
have 
needed 
670.000 
more 
qualified 
beginning 
teachers 
than 
were available from the 
graduating 
classes. 
But 
what actually happened was 
that 
100,000 
teacher 
education graduates were 
unable 
to 
find 
teaching 
positions.”

670.000 
jobs 
needed 
to 
upgrade school programs 
include 
245,000 
more 
teachers 
for 
special 
education 
services

prevented

B E R K E L E Y (U PI) - A 
new generation American 
hobo, symbol of hard times 
in the 1930s’ Depression, is 
trudging the streets of U.S. 
college towns in growing 
numbers 
“ Mister, 
you 
got 
any 
spare 
change9” 
has 
replaced the ‘30s lament, 
“ Buddy, can you spare a 
dime?” The new hobo isn't 
just down on his luck He’s a 
reject And a dime won’t do 
it nnvmorp 


Still in their early 20s, 
long haired 
and 
often 
mistaken 
for hippies or 
students, the restless new 
hoboes—and the ranks now 
include women come and 
go 
from 
budding 
“ skid 
rows” on the fringes of 
major 
college 
campuses 
around the country, two 
researchers say. 


Along Berkeley’s colorful 
Telegraph 
Avenue, 
the 
“ main street” of the city’s 
youth culture and frequent 
battleground of the 1960s 
which 
is now the local 
gathering place for the new 
drifters, 
a 
19-year-old 


named Judy is smiling at 
passerby 
“ Mister, 
you 
got 
any 
spare change9’’ she calls 
aut. 
She 
says 
she 
is 
panhandling to buy wine for 
her friend. Bob, 21, a wino 
“ If I could find a job I’d 
get it,” she says. “ You try 
but you get tired of people’s 
attitudes and you give up.” 
“ When 
I’m 
30?” 
she 
laughs as she repeats the 
question 
“ Man, 
that’s 
pretty old 
Man, 
I just 
wanta live. I'd like a family, 
go up in the hills. Yeah, I 
wanta settle down. (¿0 up in 
the hills and stay .” 


They travel by thumb now 
instead 
of 
boxcar, 
panhandling 
for food or 
standing in souplines and 
they’re never in one place 
long The space-age hobo, 
like 
his 
Depression 
counterpart, 
is 
on 
a 
treadmill and not likely to 
get off. 


He is jobless, uneducated 
and 
perhaps 
even 
unemployable 
in 
today’s 
increasingly complex job 
market and totally rootless, 


according to Prof 
Henry 
Miller of the University of 
California here. 
At least 8,000 have passed 
through here in the past 
year 
Miller, who studied the 
hippie “ flower children" of 
the 
1960s 
and 
recently 
surveyed young transients 
here, believes the 1930s have 
returned 
for 
some 
but 
there’s 
nothing 
nostalgic 
about it. 
“ The Depression is back 
for these young people,” 
says Miller of UC’s social 
welfare department. “ It’s a 
depression like the 1930s, 
but it has affected only 
pockets 
of 
American 
society—the young, the old 
and minorities. And it’s as 
serious for these as it was 
for the whole country in the 
1930s ” 
The hippie is long gone 
from the campus and street 
scene, 
says 
Miller 
The 
student 
revolutionary 
is 
gone, too, replaced by a new 
“ Silent Generation” student 
worried about grades and 
career The new hobo is now 
the most visible figure on 
the campus street scene. 
Oral history program 
on tapes proposed 


DALLAS (UPI) - If Dr. 
Hon Davis has his way, an 
historian in 1993 will be able 
to select a tape recording, 
punch a few buttons and 
hear Bob Hope talking about 
soft-shoeing his way down 
Broadway. 
“ Hearing 
historical 
accounts first hand is a 
powerful experience," said 
Davis, 
an 
historian 
at 
Southern 
Methodist 
University. 
His plans, which now need 
only federal funding, would 
set up a national depository 
for 
the 
oral 
history of 
American popular culture at 
SMU. It would feature toe 
tappers, banjo strummers, 
and 
pie 
throwers 
of 
vaudeville, burlesque and 
radio 
“ Oral history is by no 
means a definitive source 
What you get in oral history 
is a very personalized look," 
Davis said. 
He said he wants to tape 
not only the headliners and 
the top bananas, but the 
chorus girls and the makeup 
men and the set builders. 
“ My theory is that they 
may have more to tell you," 
he said. 
Davis said the $75,000 he 
hopes to get in federal funds 
would pay for travel to New 
York, Los Angeles, Miami, 
Phoenix and other towns 
“ where the entertainers are 
kind of clustered.” 
“ My feeling is that we 
w ill 
not 
attempt 
to 
interview people under 65 
years old,” he said. Davis 
said the SMU oral history 
archives would not include 
jazz 
figures, 
or 
motion 
picture personalities, since 
UCLA and Tulane already 
have taken over those fields. 
Davis, who will handle 
most of the interviews along 
with graduate students, said 
he 
foresees 
a 
possible 
problem trying to get well- 
known entertainers to slip 
off their public “ masks.” 
' “ One problem is that 
people who have been in the 
theater and in show business 
have been interviewed a 
number of times and are 
programmed 
to 
bland 
responses and press agentry 
answers,” he said. 
“ So many times people in 
the public eye after 30 years 
begin to take their press 
coverage serious, and have 
trouble deciding where the 
star ends and where the 
honest individual ends.” 
He said the age group he 
is after will probably be the 
most cooperative. 
“ I have a feeling that age 
w ill 
probably 
mellow 
them.” 
He said the entertainers 
would be given complete 
censorship rights over the 
interview, and “ if they want 
to put the tapes under lock 
and key for 10 or 20 years or 
until their death, we will 


make 
that 
part 
of 
the 
agreement.” 
Davis said the idea grew 
out 
of 
an 
oral 
history 
seminar last year at SMU on 
the Depression years 
Graduate students, using 
tape recorders, rounded up 
interviews with 
farmers, 
migrants, 
assembly 
line 
workers and others who 
lived in the 1930s 


“ It worked so well we are 
still 
finding 
we 
have 
material that needs to be 
finished up,” he said 


In the oral history library, 
a 
s e c r e t a r y 
would 
transcribe all the tapes to 
writing, which would make 
research more efficient. 
“ But the tapes will always 
be preserved,” he said.

about 300 young transients 
queuing up at a soup line 
operated by a church here. 
A third came from broken 
homes, a third had quit high 
school, 22 per cent had 
received some psychiatric 
treatment, 
few 
had 
marketable skills and most 
came 
from 
blue 
collar 
homes and, in many cases, 
had 
less 
education than 
their parents. 
The average age of the 
men was 22, of the women 
19. One 
in four was a 
woman. 
“ Women’s liberation has 
made no dent on the women 
in 
the 
street,” 
says 
Baum ohl. 
“ T h e y ’ re 
incredibly 
dependent 
on 
men to stay safe. Some 
provide sex in return for 
services. 
“ When a woman on the 


street daydreams, it s about 
a man who’ll pick her up and 
carry her away from street 
life, which is a very grim 
way to live 


"Typically, the 
women 
quit high school and ran off 
with somebody. Then they 
split and she didn t want to 
go home again so picked up 
with another guy, and so on 
The women are a much 
sadder group than the men 
"But it’s not a big sex 
scene I would guess that a 
lot of men haven’t slept with 
a woman for months. The 
opportunity 
is not 
often 
there. 
But most of the 
women are attached to a 
man in some way. And 
about one-third had been 
raped at least once. 
Today’s youth culture is 
somewhat amorphous com­ 
pared to the hippie and 
campus revolution era, says 
Miller, 
but 
the 
new 
transient class does have 
distinguishing characteris­ 
tics: Empty stomachs and 
numb resignation. 
“ It’s not a subculture,’ he 
says. “ As for lifestyle, it’s 
strictly determined by day- 
today necessity. There are 
no shared opinions about life 
as there were, for example, 
with 
the 
hippie 
or 
the 
student radical. 
“ T h e y ’ re 
very 
conventional, 
and 
the 
women 
are even 
more 
conventional than the men. 
Bu t 
they 
have 
no 
aspirations. 
They 
don't 
believe 
in themselves. 
There have been too many 
failures. They’re afraid to 
have aspirations. 
“ That’s why they’re so 
like the typical skid row 
person. 
The issue is just 
getting through the day." 
About half panhandle, he 


says. About 25 per cent deal 
in marijuana or LSD; 15 per 
cent get 
some form of 
welfare and half of these 
can buy food stamps. A 
handful can afford to live in 
"fleabag hotels," he says. 
“ If there is no money or 
friends," he says, “ They 
sleep on the ground, in 
bushes, in the hills, around 
churches and in campers 
and vans they find open 
“ They also sell blood, the 
classic source of income on 
skid road,” says Baumohl. 
About 
one 
in 
10 
will 
shoplift, but they usually 
steal only what they need 
for themselves. 
“ By and large, it is a 
harmless and benign popula­ 
tion ” 
The 
new 
hobo differs 
dramatically from the old 
hippie, says Miller. 
In 
San 
Francisco’s 
Haight-Ashbury district at 
the height of the hippie era, 
"you could get articulate 
thinking from those kids, 
most of whom had some 
education but chose to drop 
out. They were coherent and 
persuasive and could give 
astute political analyses. 
“ But you don’t get close to 
anything like that from the 
people we’re seeing now 
The most typical comment 
you'll hear from them is. 
Things are pretty 
up. 
man.’’’ 
"They keep moving to 
stay alive. The transiency is 
sort of a new thing. The 
Army used to absorb people 
like this, and some might 
have 
been 
absorbed 
in 
junior 
colleges. 
But 
education is harder to get 
into now 
You ask them 
about that and they say, ‘It's 
no good, I couldn’t get a job 
anyway.’

SACRAMENTO (U P I ) — A former state senator who was 
unsuccessful in persuading his fellow lawmakers to cut 
back their own jobs by forming a single-House legislature is 
now heading a campaign to put the issue before the voters 
Leis F. Sherman, a municipal court judge in Berkeley, 
believes “ The time is ripe ' to replace California’s 
“ obsolete” 40-member Senate and 80-member Assembly 
with a unicameral house with only 99 members. 


Sherman, a Republican who served in the Senate for four 
y^ars, is heading “ One for All. 
a San Francisco-based 
committee that will try to gather more than 520,000 
signatures needed to place the question on next November s 
ballot. 


“ I think there will be a tremendous improvement in 
efficiency” with but one lawmaking house, he said. “ There 
will obviously be no inner-house jealousies. I here will be an 
elimination of the duplication of efforts by committees of 
the two houses. 
“ I do feel it will be a more responsible and responsive 
legislature,” Sherman said 
Operating costs of a unicameral legislature in California, 
Sherman said, would save $12 million to $14 million yearly. 
Sherman and One for All contend that the two house 
system is obsolete because it was developed to permit one 
house based on population and the other on geographical 
considerations. 
The U.S. Supreme Court “ one man, one vote“ decision 


requiring both houses to be based or» 
f>opulation outdates 
the bicameral system, he argues. 
Of the 50 United States, only N e b r a s k a currently has a 
unicameral legislature, which was vo tc< J in to effect in 1934. 
Sherman unsuccessfully tried to get t l^ c legislature to put 
♦he question on the ballot in 1970. His. m e a su re , like those 
before it and since, never really had a c lr a n c e of passing. 
“It is unlikely, perhaps in co n ceivab le, that legislators 
whose interest and employment are 
d ir e c t ly affected by 
such legislation would give serious t h o o g h t to eliminating 
one of their own houses,” he admitted . 
But he added. 4 ‘There is more in te re s t in it now than when 
I was there.' * 
The Assembly, Sherman pointed 
c> ot, consists of 80 
members each representing about 
2E&®,000 persons. The 
Senate’s 40 members each represent a b o u t SOO.OOO persons. 
A 99-member unicameral house w o u ld mean each law­ 
maker would represent 200,000 p e r s o n s , making it more 
responsible and closer to its constituen 
„ Sherman said. 
The former senator acknowledged t b a t the gathering of 
more than Half a million signatures w i l l b e “ a monumental 
task. There's no question about that. ’

Folly 


There is bound to be non-partisan fury 
over the news this week that former Vice 
President Spiro Agnew’s activities are 
still being supported by taxpayers at a cost 
of 
approximately 
$100,000 
since 
his 
resignation Oct. 10. 


The General 
Accounting Office, the 
congressional fiscal watchdog, reported 
this week that this minimum amount has 
been spent but that the cost is much 
greater because no data could be obtained 
on money still being spent giving Agnew 
round-the-clock Secret Service protection. 


In a preliminary report, a preliminary 
report, mind you, GAO estim ates that 
$95,406 has been spent through Dec. 4 to 
provide the former vice president with 
offices, 18 aides, free mailing privileges 
and office supplies.

The com ptroller general of the United 
States, in a letter to a congressman, stated 
that his investigation showed no legal 
basis for assigning Secret Service agents 
to Agnew and questioned the funds used to 
pay the 18 aides. 
It is strongly hinted further that any 
attem pts to secu re additional information 
on the largesse granted Agnew have been 
rebuffed from the White House. 
Another typical exam ple of why the 
adm inistration 
finds 
itself 
in 
such 
difficulty with the American people. There 
may be a sim ple explanation for all of this 
tax money being spent, but it is doubtful 
that the taxpayer will ever hear such an 
explanation. 
This type of folly must end. Government 
has the responsibility to serve people. This 
folly puts the people in a servitude class. 


On releasing tax figures 


The Nixon people are in turn 
suggesting that since the President 
has divulged his tax figures, others 
should proceed to do so. Other 
public officials, including, but by no 
means restricted to, senators, and 
congressmen 
There 
is 
great 
dismay, and I share it. One’s tax 
records are a truly intimate part of 
one’s domestic arrangements, and I 
do not see that anyone should be 
entitled to forage over the tax 
returns of one class of Americans 
merely because it happens that they 
are elected public officials. 
In an account on 
the turn of events 
that led to Richard 
Nixon’s 
Checkers 
speech of a generat­ 
ion ago, Garry Wills 
made an interesting 
discovery. 
When 
Nixon announced on 
television that he 
would reveal his tax 
forms, he called on 
Candidate 
Adlai 
Stevenson to do the 
same thing 
At 
that 
moment, 
General 
Eisenhower, peering at the set, 
visibly winced. He knew with the 
soldier’s strategic intelligence that 
if Nixon’s pressure on Stevenson 
worked, as probably it would, there 
would be successive pressure — on 
Dwight Eisenhower. 
Eisenhower had nothing illegal to 
hide. He had paid his taxes. But it is 
true 
that 
he 
had 
been 
the 
beneficiary of a very favorable tax 
ruling, 
permitting 
him 
to pay 
capital gains taxes on his book 
Crusade in Europe. And it was also 
true that Dwight Eisenhower was 
simply not in the habit of giving 
money to charities. He had grown up 
in the austerity of Abilene, Kansas, 
where there was no surplus. And 
then, as a second lieutenant during 
the Depression, once again there 
was virtually no surplus. The habit 
of husbandry dies hard: but Ike 
knew that close readers of his 
returns would say to themselves: 
How is it that Dwight Eisenhower, 
who 
talks 
about 
individual 
responsibility, 
has never shown 
enough responsibility to give five 
bucks to the American Red Cross?

It is very easy to condemn But 
tax forms are not a reliable profile 
of any one individual’s charitable 
activities. They would not show, for 
instance, if Dwight Eisenhower had 
given a dozen speeches for the 
benefit of the Red Cross, waiving his 
fee. Tax returns do not, in any 
com plete 
way, 
reveal 
the 
concatenation of pressures 
that 
might move an individual to list 
inordinate expenses of one kind, or 
to struggle greedily to increase his 
income: the crippled grandmother, 
or drunken wife, or mongoloid child, 
or sexually promiscuous daughter. 
Burdens like these gravely affect 
a man’s ordering of his economic 
life — but not in ways immediately 
or even remotely visible to the 
reader who runs his eyes over them 
in search of politically useful dirt. 
It seems a very long time ago that 
the critics of Mr. Nixon were 
identified with those in American 
society who desire to respect the 
privacy of other people. Those 
whose opposition to wiretaps was 
central to the faith, and to the fury 
of their attack on the so-called 
plumbers. It is worth noting that not 
a single leak, that I know of, has 
come 
from 
the 
White 
House, 
reporting on the contents of tapped 
telephone 
conversations. 
By 
contrast, the critics of Mr. Nixon 
regularly release the confidential 


minutes of grand jury and senate 
i n v e s t i g a t i n g 
c o m m it t e e 
proceedings. And how they appear 
to be lined up behind the proposition 
that the entire world is entitled to 
examine the income tax records of 
all American public officials. 
In the first place there is no 
reason to suppose that Internal 
Revenue isn’t doing its job properly. 
If it isn’t, the Internal Revenue 
should 
be 
investigated, 
not 
Congress. But if the objective is to 
submit the returns of public officials 
to very special scrutiny, why could 
not a committee of Congress. But if 
the objective is to submit the 
returns of public officials to very 
special scrutiny, who could not a 
co m m ittee 
of 
Congress 
— 
something 
like 
the 
standing 
committees on ethical practices — 
be charged with going over these 
r e t u r n s , 
and 
q u e s tio n in g 
Congressm en 
privately 
about 
apparent irregularities, reserving 
the right, by unanimous vote or 
something like it, to publicize said 
returns? 
It is one thing to say we are 
gloriously bent on a purer politics. If 
we go about it by stripping all 
potential politicians of elemental^ 
protections of their privacy, we are 
going 
to 
have 
an 
extremely 
a n t i s e p t i c 
C o n g r e ss , 
uncontaminated 
by 
any 
human 
beings.

California dreaming 


CALIFORNIA - Here I am, 
sitting on a stanchion at the comer 
of Olympic Boulevard and Century 
Park East, watching them pouring 
cement for the enormous meccano- 
set skeletons of the two Century 
Plaza Towers (“A new international 
landmark” ). I am counting the cars 
in the morning rush hour. Los 
Angeles! If there is one spot in 
America that the gasoline shortage 
will hit it is this sprawling city. 
The twin towers are startlingly 
triangular, 
like 
opposed 
sword 
blades, 43 stories high and they will 
be, of course, hermetically sealed. 
It will take energy to heat and cool 
them, 
24 
hours a 
day. 
(Open 
windows are old-fashioned.) Across 
the street the Century City Medical 
buildings are not only sealed but 
dark 
toe, 
like 
black celluloid, 
absorbing enormous solar heat. 
That must be neutralized by even 
stronger air-conditioning and more 
energy. ‘ What do you think of these 
sealed buildings?” I asked Russell 
Train, 
administrator 
of 
the 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
before 
I 
left 
Washington. 
“Outrageous,” he said succinctly. 
The hum is from the cement 
mixers. A whiskered young man 
drives up in what looks like a 
motorized golf cart; the operator at 
the mixer pulls a lever; the top­ 
shaped bin rotates on its side 
rapidly; the stuff slops into the golf 
cart and the young man blithely 
trundles away. They are putting 
flesh on those steel bones. The 
girders have rusted already and are 
a scruffy brown. They have reached 
the third floor, working up; with 
cellophane windbreakers hanging 
down all around it. 
But I am interested in the traffic. 
I am playing a game. How many 
cars go by before I see one with two 
people? Buses conserve gasoline, of 
course, but in Los Angeles who uses 
them? — there is a flow of one-man 
cars. 
I jot down the scores: 1 X 6 (the 
sixth car has two people); 1 X 13; 1 
X 5 (a women driver with laughing 
schoolgirls); 1 X 22. Where are the 
buses? Finally a Santa Monica 
Municipal drives up — “Welcome 
Aboard,” “Exact Fare Please.” It 
has one passenger. He gets out. 
Back in Washington there is a fuel 
shortage. They whisper that it is 
worse than people think. The stock 
market has plunged. Maybe the 
Arab states will relax. But the 
energy crisis was here before the 
Middle East war and will be back 
here again in no time, even if we get 
through 
this 
grim 
winter. 
Oil 
supplies are getting short in the 
world’s new Era of Scarcity. My 
drivers in Los Angeles don’t believe 
it, though. They keep asking me, 
“You are from Washington, is it 
real?” 
I climb the wooden stairs on the 
hill behind, where there is “All day 
parking 75 cents” and a distant view 
of downtown Los Angeles with the 
morning smog hanging over the 
skycrapers and freeways. 
“The Avenue of Stars” leads me 
past “Empyrean Way” (a short 
street, with parked cars) and I come 
to Pico Boulevard and more traffic. 
This includes a second bus with a 
significant 
new 
sticker. 
“Fuel 
Saving: This bus can get over 200 
passenger miles per gal. of fuel.” A 
few people in it. Here, also is the 
Twentieth 
Century-Fox 
Film 
Corporation. 
The sign says “Sorry, No Tours, 
Keep out.” Hollywood has fallen on 
hard 
times. 
Too 
many 
other 
illusions about, perhaps. I push in 
anyway and suddenly am in another 
world, the center of an illusion 
factory. Yes, sir, I am facing an 
exact replica of a Hudson River pier 


of the 1900’s with a sign saying. New 
York Central & Hudson River R R 
R, and another “Go to Bergen 
Beach.” The authentic clock says 
6:30. Another building and another, 
and streets running off it, the Fifth 
Avenue House, and the Library, 
with lions, and the Harmonica 
Gardens, “featuring Maud Adams.’’ 
Here I am, passing down a dream 
world with the old Biltmore looming 
in the distance, all 12 stories of it, 
and “ American Theater: Castle 
Square Opera Company... Year- 
round program of Grand and Comic 
Opera; prices 25 cents, 50 cents. 75 
cents... 
Matinees 
Wednesday 
& 
Friday.” Then the biggest shock of 
all; yes sir, a full scale steel 3rd 
Avenue El station, so lifelike with 
girders and green patina that you 
can practically hear the screaming 
brakes. 
At a great moment like this the

m aterializes. 
He 
is 
Charlie 
McCauley, who tells me that he was 
the prop maker and foreman for all 
this and that it is the seven year old 
set of “ Hello Dolly!“ Did I notice 
the rails for the horsecars; ah. it 
was a grand sight, he says, with 4500 
extras, and the band coming down 
the Avenoo! 
Yes, it is a town of dreams and 
illusions. Over the top of the dummy 
buildings, even here, I can see the 
tall, skeletal frames of the two 
Century Plaza Towers 
the two 
air-tight energy guzzlers 
just 
poking up into the violently changing 
world of energy shortages. Which 
will date faster, the 3rd Avenue El, 
or the outrageously wasteful new 
structures, and the quaint individual 
autos flowing past under them9 
The world shudders with change. 
On the way to the airport I pass a ‘76 
filling station with posted prices, 
42 9 and 45.9 Sorry, it says, no gas.
